The 
FCC  has  since  designated  the  League's 
request  as  “PRB-l,"  and  established  a 
Trpleading  cycle,11  Comments  are  now  due 
November  9  and  replies  to  comments  are 
due  December  14.

FCC,  Washington,  D.C.  20554,  The 
first  page  of  your  comments  should 
include  the  heading,  “Comments  in 
Response  to  PRB-i.V  They  must  be  re¬ 
ceived  no  later  than  November  9. 

The  League's  request  carries  with  some 
risk  in  that  if  the  FCC  denies  that 
preemptive  relief  requested,  it  could 
embolden  local  municipal! ties  to  in¬ 
crease  its  regulatory  pressure  on  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio.  At  the  same  time,  however, 
it  has  become  clear  that  the  present 
course  of  fighting  antenna  regulations 
in  the  courts  has  .not  gained  us  much 
ground.  Litigation  is  time-consuming, 
expensive,  and  its  legal  effect  car? 
easily  be  limited  to  the  facts  surroun¬ 
ding  the  particular  case.  What  we 
urgently  need  is  for  the  FCC  to  act 
positively  on  PRB-i.  The  FCC  should 
issue  a  declaratory  ruling  exercising 
its  federal  preemptive  authority  over 
any  state  or  local  regulation  that 
precludes  or  significantly  inhibits 
effective,  reliable  Amateur  communica¬ 
tions  and  which  is  not  clearly  necessa¬ 
ry  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  instal¬ 
lation.
